I find people who were easy 
to understand justification and 
they could see the light on sanc- 
tification and believe in it and 
get sanctified. Then they could 
understand that the Holy Ghost 
was for them and would believe 
and receive Him and speak in 
tongues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. Some- understand 
that divine healing is right, but 
when you begin to preach tith- 
ing you have struck a stump as 
far as results are concerned. 

It seems that some people just 
can’t understand tithing. You 
may make it plain and plead 
with them and show them how 
necessary it is to bring all the 
tithes into the storehouse. That 
is a part of God’s Word that 
seems to be hard to understand. 
I believe that our people, asa 
rule, take less interest in paying 
tithes than they doin any other 
part of God’s Word. I believe 
we have some of the most loyal 
people in the world. When you 
get sick they are right there to 
help you. When prayer meet- 
ing night comes they are right 
on their job and when Sunday 
School comes they are right 
there to answer almost every 
question. They make real good 
neighbors’ and keep sweet in 
their souls. Some seem to love 
the Church of God and can un- 
derstand that it igs the Bible 
Church and are s0 zealous for 
the work that they will go clear 
to Cleveland, Tenn. to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. But it is so hard 
for them to see where they can 
afford to give God a TENTH OF 
THEIR INCOME. 

It seems that if the Church of 
God had left off this part of 
God’s Word and not teach tith- 
ing at all that some of our peo- 
ple would have been better satis- 
fied and could say, Amen, to 
most everything we preached.

“And thou shalt make a _ candle 
stick of pure gold: of beaten work 
shall the candlestick be made: his 
shaft and his, branches, his bowls, his 
knops and hig flowers shall be of the 
same. And gix branches shall come 
eut of the sides of it; three branches 
of the candlestick out of the one 
side, and three branches of the 
candlestick out of the other side: 
Three bowls made like unto almonds, 
with a knop and a flower in one 
branch; and three bowls made like 
almonds in the other branch, with a 
knop and a flower: so in the six 
branches that come out of the candle- 
stick. And in the candlestick shall 
be four bowls made like unto almonds, 
with their knops- and their flowers, 
* * * Their knops and their branches 
shall be of the same: all it shall be 
one beaten work of pure gold. And 
thou shalt make the seven lamps 
thereof: and they ‘shall light the 
lamps thereof, that they may give 
light over against’ft. ~And the to 
thereof, and the snuffdishes thereof, 
shall be of pure gold. Of a talent of 
pure gold shall he make it, with all 
these vessels.’”” Ex. 25:31-39. 

The beautiful goiaen candlestick, 
or lampstand which Moses tells us 
about was made and placed in the 
tabernacle to hold the light? Light is 
a boon. The first thing God did at 
the beginning of creation was to give 
light to this world, and to divide it 
from the darkness and from 
that time till now there has 
been no fellowship between the two. 

God also placed lights in the firma- 
ment of the heaven to divide the 
light from the darkness; and to give 
light upon the earth. Gen. 1:3, 14, 15. 

These are types of spiritual things. 
The greater light (the sun) is a type 
of Jesus, the “Sun of righteousness,” 
(Mal. 4:2) who shines in our souls and 
makes it light and glorious within; 
and as King, He will reign in right- 
eousness over this world a thousand 
years on His father David's throne. 


The lesser light (the moon) is a 
type of the church. As the moon 
reflects the light of the sun when 
absent and unseen, just so _ the 
Church of God which Jesus estab 
lished is to reflect the light of Jesus 
to this world while He is absent and 
unseen. Matt. 5:14, 16. 

The candlestick was not a light, 
but a light bearer. It was not a 
flame, but an instrument from which 
a flame issued. It was not a source, 
but a medium of light. The Church of 
God is the light bearer to hold up the 
light of Jesus to this world. She is 
the instrument from which a flame ot 
heavenly light issues, of which she 
is not the source, but the medium. 
Praise the Lord! 

The church ts composed of individ- 
uals, and her light can shine no 
brighter than that of the individual 
members. None of us can shine with- 
in ourselves, no matter how conse 
crated we are. We have no light of 
our own. The best we can do is just 
to serve as a candlestick or an  in- 
strument for Jesus, the light of the 
world, to shine through. As we see 
the great cities all aglow with light 
during the darkness of the night, it is 
not one light, but many of various 
sizes that adorn their boulevards, 
avenues and streets and make them 
a thing of glory and beauty. 

So it is with the Church of God. As 
the light shines through us as_ in- 
dividual members, just so will the 
whole body, which is His Church, shine 
in these last days as darkness covers 
the earth and gross darkness the peo- 
ple. 

Like the moon, we are as reflectors 
shining out a borrowed light. When 
the Sun of righteousness shines forth 
His light and glory upon our lives, 
we reflect it out as a secondary light; 
but if at any time we let the divine 
light of Jesus be cut off in our lives 
there is an eclipse. The world has 
come in between us and the Sun of 
righteousness. Jesus said to His dis- 
ciples: “Ye are the light of the world,” 
and, “Let your light so shine before 
men.” Matt. 5:14, 16, Paul exhorted 
the Philippian church to shine as 
lights in the world. (Phil, 2:15.) Je 
sus also said, “I am the light of 
the world.” John 8:12. He is also 
declared by John to be the true light 
that lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world. (John 1:8.) So we as 
members of His Church are only the 
candlestick to hold up His light to 
this world. 

Zechariah saw in a vision not only 
the candlestick and it’s light, but he 
saw the secret of that light. He saw 
a towl on the top of the éandlestick 
with pipes leading to the bowl from 
two living olive trees standing on 
either side of it. He said, “Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” Zech. 4:6. 

This is the secret revealed. Halle 
lujah! There is a real living divine 
source of grace, ‘the grace of the Spir- 
it of God from which every one of 
us may draw. We must have the oil 
constantly, which is the Holy Ghost, 
that we may be a flaming torch; and 
in this way Jesus is the light that 
lighteth every one of us; and He is 
through us the light of the world. 
The important question we should 
ask ourselves is; “Am I keeping in 
constant connection with the Holy 
Ghost, the source of true light?” 

Notice the structure of the golden 
candlestick. It was made of pure 
gold. There was mo wood used in. its 
construction. It was not made of a 
mixture;.or any thing that could be 
burned. It, was*made of that which 
speaks of divinity and purity. So we

SEVENTH. THE FEAR OF THE 
LORD. Fear means reverence, filial 
love. Jesus had this for His Father 
Heb.

Notice, there were no measure 
ments given for the candlestick. Here 
we see the unmeasurable’ fullness of 
Christ and His love, light and power. 
In Him dwelleth all the fullness of the 
Godhead bodily. Col. 2:3-10. 

We have through Jesus, fullness of 
grace and truth. John 1:14, 16,

I read of a man who some years 
ago was shown through a railroad 
foundry. He said the manager told 
him that every car. wheel manufac- 
tured in that foundry was put through 
the severest test tefore it was placed 
under a passenger train to carry the 
burden of human life: and that when 
the agent of a railroad came to buy 
car wheels, each wheel was placed on 
a steel foundation and a hammer 
huhdred and fourty 
pounds was lifted twelve feet into 
the air and dropped eight times on 
the wheel. The manager also said to 
him, “I have often. scringed as the 
great weight fell upon my wheel, 
and it gave me great pleasure when 
after the eighth time, the wheel rang 
out clear and stood the test. We could 
then trust it to carry the burden of 
human life.” 


What a picture this is of the test 
of our Christian charactez. How of- 
ten has God’s people felt the stroke 
of the testing hammer as it fell upon 
them.

The candlestick was made of the 
rarest and finest of precious metals. 
So'in comparison, very few people 
appropriate God’s provisions, and 
meet heaven’s requirements for a 
place in the Church of God which Je 
sus purchased with His own blood. 


The candlestick stood in the holy 
place in the sanctuary. So the Church 
of God. is established among God’s 
holy people. 

The candlestick was most precious 
or costly. <A talent of gold is about 
ninety pounds and equal in value to, 
about twenty seven thousand dollars 
in our money. The cost of the sanctuary 
nd its furnishings is estimated at about 
a million and a quarter, or a million 
and a half dollars. The redemp- 
tion of our souls, and also of the 
Church of God, was purchased at a 
very costly sum: the blood of Jesus— 
God’s only begotten Son. John 3:16; 
Acts 20:28. 

The candlestick was made in a par- 
ticular way. It had a central stem 
with a lamp and six branches with 
lamps; three on either side; each 
branch had a bud and a flower, and on 
the top were three almonds _ into 
which the lamps were placed. There 
were seven lamps in all.
